Madame Chairman, Members and 

Friends :— 

It is truly a happy privilege to be per- 
mitted this opportunity to personally 
convey greetings from the American 
Dental Assistants Association to you the 
Ohio Dental Assistants in session, and to 
bring a message to this State Organiza- 
tion Meeting. 

Everyone wants to be happy—enjoying 
life. The pursuit of happiness is the uni- 
versal aim of the human race. For genera- 
tions mankind has sought happiness, yet 
those who seek it do not find it, as a 
search for happiness defeats the . 
It is only when one loses sight of self in 
service for others—a fulfillment of duty— 
that happiness is realized. We have all 
learned that things do not bring happi- 
ness. A woman has capacity for enjoy- 
ment. According to Theadore Parker—

permit us to refresh our bodies and minds. 
These parts of the day can be refreshing 
in just the manner we choose. It is well 
for everyone to have a hobby, a mode of 
self expression, in the field of literature, 
sports, arts, music, or any of the various 
other fields. A fuller life results from an 
appreciation of the finer things of life. 
Are we making the most of our lives? 
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Are we careful of our personal appear- 
ance? Do we play enough? Someone gave 
us good advice when he said: “When you 
work—work hard; when you play—don’t 
work at all.”

You, in Ohio, have nine wonderful 
groups, composed of capable members, 
the combination of which should result 
in one of the finest if not THE finest 
association in the entire A.D.A.A. This 
will offer a broader field of service. From 
our association work as in other things we 
receive satisfaction in proportion to the 
measure that we give of our time and 
efforts. To be happy in the work, one 
must be busy in it—with all working in 
the various groups aiming toward con- 
forming to the plans of the parent body. 
I wish you God speed. May success crown 
your endeavors and from this splendid 
beginning, may your state meetings prove 
to be bigger and stronger at each assem- 
bly.

PROPER CARE OF THE UNIT 

When cleaning a unit, use a wax polish which contains a cleaner and leaves 
a hard wax surface, as this best preserves the finish of the unit. Keep the chrome 
bright by daily use of a dry cloth; the occasional use of a small amount of vaseline 
is recommended. Never use strong soap or anything containing pumice to clean 
the unit or chrome as they will eventually remove the finish. 

Remove the carbon from the engine commutator by holding the rubber end 
of a pencil to the commutator and letting the engine run for a few minutes. This 
will improve the speed of the engine. Never use oil or vaseline on the commutator. 

Replacing the engine brushes is only necessary when they have worn down 
enough to allow the stop pin, on the brush holder arm, to strike. They can be 
replaced by removing the screws, and substituting the new brushes for the old 
ones. Be sure that the electric current is off before changing them. Keep an extra 
pair of engine brushes on hand. 

Know how to change the engine belt. It is important and not difhcult to 
learn. Lift the belt guard on the motor pulley back out of the way so that the 
belt can easily be placed around the grooves. Having passed the belt around one 
of the grooves in the pulley, push the guard back into place, making sure that 
it has not pinched the belt. Hold the handpiece in the hand so that the two small 
guide pulleys hang downward; put the belt around the handpiece pulley, then over 
the two small guide pulleys. Have the belt loose in order to prevent wear on the 
belt and to have free use of the handpiece. Know what size belt the engine arm 
requires and keep an extra one on hand. 


PROPER CARE OF HANDPIECES 

To keep handpieces and contra-angles in good running condition it is necessary 
to clean and lubricate them every day before leaving the office. If the contra-angle 
is used for prophylaxis, take it apart and clean it after each case, or the pumice will 
wear the small bearings. Remove the sheath of the handpiece, and insert the 
spindle into a bottle of alcohol, kerosene, carbona, or whatever you use as a cleaner, 
and let the engine run until the spindle is free of grit and hard grease. A pipe stem 
cleaner may be pushed through the hole in the spindle to clean the chuck. You can 
remove the chuck and clean, by separating the spindle, and pushing the chuck out 
of the lower part of the spindle with a pipe stem cleaner. This can be done once a 
month. If you do not boil the sheath after each patient, use alcohol on it. Inject oil 
through the end of the spindle, and oil liberally on the outside of the spindle before 
reassembling the handpiece. Use air pressure before lubricating handpieces and contra- 
angles, to remove any solvent used in cleaning. 

You should have an oil can or tube that has a sudden taper at the nozzle point, 
as this permits the oil to enter the oilhole, carrying the oil entirely through the outer 
casing and directly to the running parts. Never use more than two drops of oil in the 
engine, as the parts are small and well fitted, and the oil will be thrown all over the 
inside of the motor. 

The use of the handpiece oiler and handpiece glove has proved to be very satis- 
factory. After removing the glove from the contra-angle and swabbing the exposed

parts with alcohol, place the contra-angle in the oiler, and press the plunger only upon 
leaving the office at night. Thus the oiler forms a convenient receptacle for the hand- 
piece when not in use. The glove is boiled after each use. The glove prevents the 
handpiece from striking the teeth, and keeps oil from dripping on to the patient's 
chin. 


To eliminate unnecessary noise, check and tighten all screws, and oil all oil holes 
along the engine arm, by the belt guides.

EFFICIENCY—THE ESSENTIAL VIEWPOINT FOR THE 
UNTRAINED DENTAL ASSISTANT

The old saying “All beginnings are 
difficult’’ is just as true in the dental office 
as anywhere else. When a young woman 
without specialized training, accepts a po- 
sition as dental assistant, her first fears 
are usually centered about the technical 
factors in dentistry as it applies to herself. 
She feels that if she can’t invest and cast 
an inlay within a short time, she is not 
filling her position properly. By putting 
so much emphasis on her role as labora- 
tory technician she risks losing sight of 
her other important qualifications — the 
ones that her dentist employer knew that 
only she, being a woman, could fill; that 
is, being a good housekeeper, with all that 


it implies; a gracious hostess; a wise 
teacher—a buffer between the patient and 
himself. In short, we are employed to fill 
a position of “being a woman’, for no 
matter what profession we entered or 
what work we pursued, we would find 
that the main requirements are those, if 
we are normal average women, of being 
just a normal average woman. Under- 
standable, that our employer hopes he has 
found another brilliant student. But he 
is well satisfied if we conduct ourselves, 
and by so doing, his office also, in a 
poised, efficient manner, denoting a well 
balanced personality—creating a feeling 
of success. 
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Average intelligence and the desire to 
learn, plus a little common sense, that has 
been hammered in by hard experience, 
will in time produce—not a paragon—but 
a dependable, desirable dental assistant. 
If she will stress all the qualifications 
Mother Nature gave her, that are of use 
to the dental world, and that will include 
her abilities as teacher, executive, hostess 
and nurse, she will find by observation 
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and pointed questioning, her store of 
technical knowledge has grown in leaps 
and bounds. If at the end of the first 
year she likes her work, and is willing 
to accept the role of being “just a wom- 
an”, she has made the biggest and most 
important psychological adjustment to be 
made in her career of being a successful 
efficient dental assistant.

Under these 
circumstances, the giver of the pin is to be approached and asked to speak to the 
girl, all other means having been exhausted. 

“Bosses Nights’ have proven good drawing cards in membership drives and 
in all cases, personal contact with the prospective member brings the best results. 
Some societies which have dinner meetings devote an entire table to new members. 

These district meetings bring out the old adage “One half of the assistants 
do not know how the other half works.” Some were so surprised to learn that in 
various parts of the country, members work until nine and ten o'clock at night and 
all day Saturday, especially in the big cities. 

The concensus of opinion was that there should be two district meetings at 
each annual session, with different leaders, no leader having her own district at 
her meeting. A full morning is not too much to devote to a meting.

PERSEVERANCE 


One of the greatest factors of success in life is perseverance. To keep everlastingly 
at it is to.win.

It takes courage and determina- 
tion sometimes to persevere in the face of obstacles, but to develop such courage is to 
lend strength to your character. If you learn the lesson of perseverance, you have a 
liberal education, and it is an education that every one may acquire. It doesn’t call for 
school funds or hamper the taxpayer, and the only teacher you need is yourself. 


If Christopher Columbus had not persevered in the face of opposition from those 
about him, or if some other man later had not persevered in face of the same kind of 
opposition, you and I would probably have been born in some such incongruous 
country as Europe, Asia, or Africa—or more likely we would never have been born at 
all. Think of what a perfectly dreadful calamity that would have been. When tempted 
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to quit, just take a fresh hold and lift the harder. The plodder with average ability 
will distance the brilliant quitter nine times in ten—or in ten thousand. If you meet an 
obstacle, do not attempt to go around it, but climb over it. The boat which attempts 
to go around a wave in a heavy sea gets swamped. Learn to climb. If you have a good 
thing, stay with it till you make it better, and even if it isn’t so very good, stay with it 
till you make it good. The greatest need of the world is development, and things 
cannot be developed without perseverance. The jumping Jack—or Bill—or Tom, who 
flits from one activity to another, seldom lands squarely on his feet. He is usually 
looking for a soft spot to light, but the soft spots were all appropriated long ago. 
The only way to find a soft spot now is to make it soft by repeated impact. Keep 
pounding. The iron may not always be as hot as you would like but remember that 
many of the opportunities of life weld cold. 


Aiming high is most honorable, but stopping short of the summit is disgrace. 
Some men when they begin to see the rays of light over the crest of the hill get 
dazzled, and sit down on a mossy bank to breathe and exult. By the time they have 
rested and resumed the journey, they find the point of vantage on the top already 
occupied by the plodder. Keep at it while you are under way. To stop and start again 
—even if you ever do start again—is a waste of energy. It is lost impetus, and impetus 
counts in the home stretch. Keep the machine moving while the bearings are warm 
enough to soften the oil. It is time to stop when the journey is ended, the work done, 
and the summit reached.

It’s a new-time gesture too, and for that matter an all-time 
gesture that none of us can afford to overlook.
